He even went so far as to muintain 
that Japan has quite’ 25,000 men in 
“Corea, prepared -for, the ontbreak of war. 
Rumours to this effet were of ‘course pre- 
valént before, but the present story is much 
more circumstant'al, ‘As to the good faith 
‘of our informant we huve no hesitation, and 
we therefore give his siatement as ‘worthy of

to being puzzled to explain how Japan's 
‘action can have failed to be revealed through 
Chinese reports, A. thorough cevsorship 
can suppress telegrams from Japan, but not 
via China.

Mr, “Chamberlain has 
represented in his time overy shado of politic 
opinion, and moy describe a complete circle 
bofore his career is ended, No. man in the 
Empire bas declaimed more vehemently the 
himself ugasinet the policy he is now, seeking to 
dictate to the nation. 

If I conveyed-to “ Chambertainite” that I
